In the circum¬ 
stances where the doctor was not traceable and his where¬ 
abouts not known, it was not resonably practicable to hold 
an inquiry into the case. 

In the circumstances of the case explained above the 
President decided to act according to the provision of Rule 
19 (ii) of the CCS (CCA) Rules.
